The firſt Ordering of the Running Horie, accor- 
ding to the ſeveral eſtates of their Bodies. 


Hen a Horſe is matched (or to be match- 
d \ / ed) for a running Courle, you are prin- 
cipally to regard the eſtate of the Body 
in which the Horſe is at the time of his Matching : 
& this efiate of Body Idivide into three ſeveral kinds. 
1. The firſt is, if he beyery fat, foul, and cither 
newly taken from Graſs or Soil. 
| 2. The ſecond, if he be extream lean and poor, 
either through over-riding, diſorder, or other infir- 
mity. 
3» The third, if he be in a good and well liking 
cate, having had go2d uſage and moderate exerciſe. 
3 If 
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6 Of the Running Hove, - 

. If your Horſe be in the tult eſtate of his body, yo 
ſhall take longer time tor maiching, keeping, wy 
bringing into order, as two Months at the leafi, 
more, as you can conclude your wages, 

If your Horſe be in the {ccond eſtate of 
that is, very poor, then you ſhall alſo take as long 
time as you may 3 yet you necd not fo much as in th 
former, both becauſe greaſe cannot much offend, and 
exercilt may go hand in hand with feeding, / 

If your Horſe be in the third eftate of Body,(whic 
is2 mcan betwixt the other extremes ) then 
Month or fix Weeks may be time {ufficient to dit 
kim for his match. | 

Now as you regard theſe general eſtates of Bodies 
ſo you muſt have an eye to certain particular eſtats 
of bodies; as if a Hotſe be fat and foul, yet of fiee 
and ſpending nature, apt quickly to conſume, and 
loſe his Fleſh 3 this Horſe muſt not have fo firict an 
hand, neither can he endure ſo violent exerciſe, 8 
he that is of a hard diſpoſition, and will feed and te 
fat upon all meats and all exerciſes. 

Again, if your Horſe be in extream poverty, 
through diſorder or miſuſage, yet is by nature ver 
hardy, and apt both ſoon to recover his fleſh, and 
long to hold it : then over this Horſe you ſhall by 
no means hold ſo liberal and tender an- hand, nt 
forbear that exerciſe which otherwiſe you would dv 
© the Horſe which is of a tender nature, a we 
fiomach, and a free ſpirit. Provided always yu 
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have regard to his Limbs z the imperfeRion of his.

or reſervation whatſoever. For truth. Siz, I have 
yowcd unto you, and truth Iwill preſent you: 


How to diet an Horſe for a Match, that is fat, foul, and 
either newly taken from Graſs or Soil, being the firſt 
Fortnight. 


| i you match an Horſe that is fat and foul, cither 
by running at Graſs, or ftanding at Soil, or any 
other means of reſt, or too high keeping, you {hall 
for the firſt fortnight atleaſt rife carly in the Morning 
before day, or at the {pring of day, according to the 
time of the year, and having, put on his Bridic wall'd 
in Beer, and tycd to the Rack, take away the dung 
and other foulneſs of the Stable,;then you {hall dreſs 
the Horſe exceeding well ; that is to fay, 

You ſhall firft curry him all over from the head 
to the tail, from the top of the ſhoulder to the knee, 
and from the top of the buttock to the hinder Cam- 
bril-z then' duſt him all over, either with a clean 
Duſitng-cloath, or with an Horfes tail, or ſuch-like 
thing, madefaſt toan handle : then curry or rub him 
all over with the French Bruſh, beginning with his 
torchead, temples and cheeks, ſo down his neck, 
ſhoulders, and forclegs, even to the ſetting on of his 
Hoots, fo along his tides, and under his belly 3 and 
lattly, all about his buttocks, and hinder legs, even 
to th? ground, Then you ſhall go over all thoſe 
parts which the Bruſh hath touched, with your wet 
hand, and not leave, as near as you can, one looſe 
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2 Of the Running Yodſe, 
hair about him, nor one wet hairz for what you! 
hands did wet, your hands muſt rub dry again : yy 
ſhall alſo with your wet hands cleanſe his Sheath 
his Yard, his Stones or Cods, and his Tuel: andy, 
deed, not leave any ſecret place uncleanſed, as ear 
noſtrils, fore-bowels, and between his hinder thiphs 
Then you ſhall take an hair-cloth, and with it nd" 
the Horſe all over in every part, but eſpecially hi" 
Face, Eyes, Cheeks, between the Chops, on the tg. 
of his forchead, in the nape of the neck, and dom 
His legs, fetlocks, and about his paſterns. | 
Laſtly, You ſhall cake a clean woollen cloth, ar! 
with it you ſhall rub the Horſe all over, beginning 
with his head and face, and fo paſſing through evey, . 
part of the Horſes Body or Limbs, which hath ben: 
befote mentioned 3 then take a wet main-Comb, a: 
comb down main and tail. When this Work is! 
niſhed, takea fair large body-cloth, of thick wam' 
Houſwives Kerſey, (if it be in the winter Seaſon : a' 
of fine Cotton or other light ſtuff, it - ic be inthe 
Summer Seaſon) and fold it round about the Holls 
Body 3 then clap on his Saddle, ard girt the forematt 
Girth pretty ſtrait, and the other Girth ſomewhit 
flack, and wiſp it on each fide the Horſes heart, tht. 
both the Girts may be of equal firaitneſs, then pu 
before his breaſt a warm breaft-cloth, and let it cor: 
both his Shoulders. | 
When the Horſe is thus accoutred, and madene+* 
dy, you ſhall take a little beer into your mouth, al 
ſpit it into the Horſes mouth, and ſo draw hin 
out of the Stable, and take his back, lcaving ſont 
ordinary Groom behind you, to trim up your Stable, 
to carty forth Dung, and ſhake and toſs up yur 
Litter. For you are to underſtand, and it isa ga" 
zal principle, that youx Horſe muſt ſtand upon goo 
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Of the Running Hoxfe- 9 
fore of freſh dry Litter continually, both night and 


day 3 and it muſt everbe of Wheat-ſtraw,it poſſible 3 
or Oat-Straw, if forced by neceſſity. As for Barley- 
firaw, and Ryc-liraw, they are both unwholſome and 


dangerous 3 the one doth heart-burn, the other cauſ- 
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When you are thus mounted, you ſhall walk forth 
your Horſe a foot-pace, ( which we call racking) for 
you muli neither amble, nor trot, at leali a mile or 
two, or more, upon {mooth and found ground, and 
25 near as you can to the ſteepeſt hiils you can find 3 
there gallop your Horſe very gently up thoſe ſteep 
hills, and rack or walk him ſoftly down, that he may 
cool as much one way, as he warmeth another. And 
when you have thus exercifed him a pretty fpace, 
then ſeeing the Sun beginving to riſe, or prettily ri- 
ſen, you ſhall walk your Horſe down either to ſome 
freſh River, or ſome clean Pond that is fed with a 
ſweet Spring, and there let your Hoxſe drink at his 
pleaſure: 

After he hath drunk, you ſhall gallop and exerciſe 
him moderately as you did before, then walk him a 
pretty ſpace, and after offer him more water : If he 
drink, then gallop him again 3 if he refuſe, then gal- 
lop him to occaſion thirſt 3 and thus always give 
him exerciſe both before and after water. 

When he hath drunk (as you think (\ufficiently) 
then bring him home gently, without a wet hair a- 
bout him : when you are come to the Stable-door, 
(before which your Groom ſhall throw all his foul 
Litter continually from time to time) you ſhall there a- 
light from his back, and by whiſtling, firetching the 
Horſe upon the ſtraw,& raiſing the firaw up under the 
Horſe,ſee if you can make him piſs; which if at firſt he 
c0not,yet with a little cuſtom he will ſoon be brou ghe 
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70 Df the Running Hoſe, 
unto it : and it is an wholſome ation, both for the 
Horſes health,and for the cleanly keeping of the Stable 
When theſe things are performed, you (hall then 
bring the Horſe into his Stall; and firſt tye his head 
up to the rack in his bridle, then with hard wiſh 
rub all his four Legs down with as great ſtrength x; | 
you can 5 then unioofe his breafſi-cloth, rub his head, | 
neck, and breaſt exceeding much with a dry cloth: 
then take off his Saddle, and hang it by 3 and ake | 
take off his Body-cloth 3 then rub over all the Hoe. | 
(cs Body and Limbs, eſpecially his back where the | 
Saddle fiood 3 and then clothe him up firft with a 
linnen ſheet, then over it a good firong houſing: 
Cloth, and above it his woollen Body-cloth, which | 
in the Winter is not amiſs to have lined with fone. 
| thin Cotton, or other woollen ftaff, but in the hex : 
of Summer the Kerſey it felt is fufh&ent. | 

When you have girt theſe Clothes about him, 
fiop his ſurſingle round with reaſonable big, foft, and 
thick Wiſps 3 for with them he will lye at beſt eaſe, | 
becauſe the ſmall hard Wiſps are ever hurtful. | 

After your Horlc is thus clothed up, you ſhall then 
pick his feet, and ſtop them up with Cow-dung, and 
then throw into his Rack a little bundle of Hay, i | 
much as a halt-penny Bottle in a dear Inn, well duf- 
&d, and hard bound up together 3; and this he (hal 
tear out as he ſtandeth on his Bridle. 

After the Horſe hath ſiood on his Bridle mor | 
than an hour, os an hour and half, vou {hall then 
come to him, and firſt rub his head; face, and the napt ' 
of his neck with a clean rubber, made of new rough 
hempen Cloth, for this is excellent for the head, and | 
diffolveth all groſs and filthy humours; and then you 
ſhall draw his Bridle, and with a very clean Cloth, | 
make the Manger fo clean as may be 5 and if r | 
hat 
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Df the Running Houle, IT 
hath ſcattered any Hay therein, you (hall gather it up 
and throw it back into his Rack 3 then you {hall take 
the quantity of a quart or better, of ſweet, dry, old, 
and clean-drefſed Oats, of which the heavieſt and 
the whiteſt are the beft, as thoſe which -we call the 
Polena Oats, or the cut-Oats, for thoſe onely are 
wholſome, the others, which arc unſweet, breed in- 
firmity, thoſe which arc moiſt cauſe ſwelling in the 
Body, thoſe which are new breed worms, and pain 
jo the Belly, and they which are half drefſed deceive 
the Stomach, and bring the Horſe to ruine. As for 
the black Oats, though they are tolerable in the time 
of neceflity, yet they make foul dung, and hinder a 
mans knowledge in-the State of the Horſes Body. 

This quart of Oats you ſhall put into a Sieve that 
is ſomewhat leſs than a Riddle, and a thought big- 
ger than a Recing-Sieve, f{uch a one as will let light 
Oats go through, but will keep a full Oat from ſcat- 
tering. In this Sieve you ſhall ree, dreſs, and toſs 
your Oats very much, that there may be neither 
duſt, nor any other foul thing in them : And fogive 
them to the Horſe to cat and it he cat them witha 
good Stomach, you may then fift, and give him as 


much more 3 and fo let him reſt, till it be near cle- | 


ven of the Clock. Then come to the Stable again, 
and having rub'd the Horſes head, neck, and face, 
you ſhall then take another Quart or better of Oats, 
and as before, toſs and ree them through your Sieve, 
and ſo give them the Horſe. Then cloſing up your 
windows and light, that the Horſe may remain ſo 
dark as is poſſible, leave him till one of the Clock. 
And here you are to underſtand, that the darker you 
Keep your Horſe in your abſence, the better iis and 
it will cccafion him to feed, lye down and take his 
xclt, where otherwiſe he would not.

After you ave watered your Horle, and ſpent the 
Eveoing in airing till within Night, ( for nothing, is 
more wholſome or ſooner conſumeth foulneſs, than 
early and late airings) you ſhall then air him home 


to the Stable-door, there alight, and whatſoever you 
. did in the Morning either within doors or without, 


do the fame alſo now at Night, and fo leave the 
Horſe on his Bridle an hour, or an hour and halt ; 
then come to him again, and as you did in the Fore- 
noon, ſo do now, rub him well, draw his bridle, 
cleanſe the Manger, put up his ſcattered Hay,fitt him 
a quart and better of Oats, and give them him, and 
ſo let him reſt till nine of the Clock at night. 

At nineof the Clock at night, which is bed- time 
both for your Horſe and your felt, come unto him, 
and firſt rub down his legs hard with hard wiſps, 
then with a clean cloth rub his face, head, chaps, 
nape of the neck and fore-parts. Then turn up his 
clothes, and rub over his Fillets, Buttocks, and hin- 
der parts 3 then put down his clothes, and fift him a 
Quart of Oats, and give them him. Then put into 
his Rack a little bundle of Hay, (as hath been before 
ſhewed) toſs up his Litter, and make his bed ſoft, 
and fo betake both him and your {clf ro your rctts 
till the next morning, 

The next morning (as the morning before) corr.2 
to the Horſe before day or at the break, according to 
the Seaſon of the year, and do cvery thing without 
the omiſſon of any one particular, as hath bcen for- 
merly declared.

Showres and uncertain Weather, you fh21 be ſure 
provide for your Horſe a warm lin'd hood with linnes

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Fourthly and laſtly, Obſerve to give your Heats

but by no micans in the dark, for it is to the Horſe 
umwholfom and unpleaſant, to the man a great te- 
ftimony of folly, and to both an act of danger and 
precipitation. 


The ſecond Fortnights Keeping. 


N OW to deſcend to your ſecond Fortnights 


Keeping, touching your firſt approach to the 
Stable,and all other by-reſpe&s, as cleanſing, thaking, 
up of Litter, and the like, you fhall do all things as 


- in the firſt fortnight. Onely before you put on his 


Bridle, you ſhall give him a Quart or better, of clean 
lifted Oats, which as ſoon as he hath 'caten, you 
ſhall then bridle him up, and drefs him in all points, 
as was declared in the firſt fortnight : you ſhall clothe 
him, ſaddle him, air, water, and bring him home in 
all points, as in the firft Fortnight 3 onely you ſhall 
not put any Hay in his Rack to tear out 3 but onely 
draw with your hand as much fine ſweet Hay (which 
you ſhall tols and duſt well) as you can well gripe, 
and let him as he ſtandeth on the Bridle tear it out of 


- your hand, which if he dogreedily and carneſtly.,then 


you may gtve him atiother and another and fo let him 
ſtand on the Bridle an hour or more after. Then 
corne to him, and after rubbing and other ceremo- 
nies, before declared, performed 3 fift and duſt up 
the quantity of a quart of Oats, and ſet them by 3 


Then take a loaf of bread, that is at leatt thiree days 
old, made after this manner.

Ake three pecks of clean Beains, and one peck 
fine Wheat, and mix themi together, and prin 
it to pure Meal. | 
Then ſearſe and bolt through a reafonable fy 
Range, and knead it up with great ftore of barm an 
lightning, but with as littte water as may be; labow 
it in the Trough with all painfulneſs 3 tread it, brea/ 
it, and after cover it warm, and let it lie a prety 
ſpace in the Trough to ſwell ; then after knadit 
over again, and mold it up into big Loaves, and þ 
bake them well, and let them foak ſoundly; aft 
they are drawn from the Oven, turn the bottoms 
ward, and let them cool. 

At three days old you may adventure to give thi 
Bread, but hardly ſooner, for nothing doth ocaln 
{urfcit, or is more dangerous than new bread : yat 
neceſſity compel you that you muſt ſooner give tis 
| bread, or that the bread be dank and clammy, ſoz 
the Horle taketh diſtatic thereat, then cut the loatis 
to thin ſhives, and lay it abroad in a Sieve to dry,ut 
then crumbling it ſmall amongſt his Oats, you mi 
give it without danger. 

But to return to my purpoſe where I left : wit 
you have taken a loaf of this Bread of three dif 
old, you ſhall chip it very well, then cut it into tis 
ſhives, and break three or four ſhives thereof (wi 
may countervall the quantity of the Oats) very 
and mix it with the Oats you had before fiftcd, th 
{o'give them to the Horſe. 

About Eleven of the Clock you fhall come toi 
Horſe, and having performed your by-Ceremos 
bctore ſpoken of,you ſhall give him the {ame rm

Ar one of the Clock in the Afternoon (or after, if

| for that day, obſerving every aGtion and motion, as 
| hath been before declarcd. 

' But if you intend the next day to give him an 
heat ( to which I now bend mine aim ) you ſhall

i ſoon as they are eaten, put on his bridle, and tie up 
his head, not forgetting all by-Ceremonies before _ 
declared. Then dreſs him, clothe him, ſaddle him, 
air and water him, as before fhewed 3 alſo bring 
him home, and order him as before ſhewed, onely 
give him no Hay at all. 

After he hath fiood an hour on the bridle, give 
him, as before, a quart of clean fifted Oates : when 
he hath eaten them, you ſhall then put on his head 
a {weet clean waſht muzzle, and fo let him reſt till 
nine of the Clock at night. 

Now touching the uſe of the Muzzle, and which 
is the beſi, you ſhall underſtand, that as they are 
; moſt uſctul, being good and rightly made 3 fo they

The true uſe of them, is to keep the Horſe from 
cating up his Litter, from gnawing upon Boards and 
Mud-walls, and indeed to keep him from cating any 
thing, but what he receiveth from your hand. 

Theſe muzzles 27e ſometimes made of leather, 
and ftampt full of holes, or «fe cloſe, but they are 
unſayory and unwholſome 3 for if it be allom'd 
| Leather, the Allom is offenſive; if it be ligquox'd, the

Bat becauſe there is but one Truth, and one Per- 
fe&ion, I will, under the deſription of the perfect 
Horſe, that is untainted, ſhew all the imperfe&ons 
and attaintures that either nature or miſchance can 
put upon the Horſe of greateſt deformity. 

Let me then adviſe you that intend to buy a 
Hozſe, to acquaint your felt well with all the true 
ſhapes and excellencies which belong to an Horſe, 
whether it be in his natural and true proportion, or 
in any accidental or outward increafe or decreaſe of 
any Limb or Member ; And from their contraries, to 
gather all things whatſoever that may give diſlike or 
offence. 

To begin therefore with the firft Principles of E- 
le&ion, you ſhall underſtand, that they are divided 
into two ſpecial heads : the one general, the- other, 
particular. 

The general Rule of Ele&Gion, is firſt the end for 
which you buy, then his breed or generation, his 
colour, his face and his fature : and theſe are faid 
to be general; becauſe the firft, which is the cnd for 
which you buy, isa thing ſhut up onely in your own 
Breaſt. 

The other, which is his breed, you muſt either take 
it from faithful report, your own knowledge, or 
from ſome known and certain Charaers, by which 
one ſtrain or one Country is diſtinguiſhed from a- 
nother : As the Neapolitan is known by his hook- 
Nole, the Spaniard by his ſmall Limbs, the Barbary 
by his tine Head, the Dutch by his rough Legs, he 
Engliſh by his general ſirong knitting together, and

Would have your Keeper of theſe ordinary Horſes 

to riſe carly in the Morning, by the ſpring ofday 
or before, according to the ſcafon of the yearand t, 
fift the Horſe the quantity of near three Pints of 
old dry Oats, and to put to them an handful or twy 


of ſpelted Beans, Hulls and all, and fo give themy 


the Horſe. 

Aﬀter he hath caten them, let him dreſs him ac 
cording to the order of good Horſemanſhip, 

That is, Firſt, curry with the Comb, then duſ,

you look into the true proportion 3 for it cannot be 
denied, but whoſoever is worthy of a good Horſe, 
or good means to keep a good Horſe, cannot allow 
him leſs than one Peck a day : nay. the Carrier, Car- 
ter, Poulter and Packborſe will allow halt a peck at 2 
Watering,and this allowance which I ſet down comes 
fo no more; for 15 pints of Oats, and one pint of 
Spelt-beans up heaped, make two Gallons, and that 
6 one Peck of Wincheſter meaſure.

T ſhall be well done that you handle all your 
Mares, and make them tarfie and eafic, whi 
beſides the commodity you may have of their wo 
which cannot hurt their taming if they be (obey 
handled, you may be fure at all times to remove then 
from one Paſiure to another, to bring them to be 
covered, and to take theit Colts from them withax 
great trouble 3 whereas wild Mares be not only an- 
berſome to keep, but alſo oftentimes to deſtroy te 
Colts in their bellies with their raſhnefs, whenja 

ſhould handle them or any of their fellows.

HE cauſe why our Engliſh Horſes be taken up þ 
& young, as | have heard fundry of our diff 
Horſe-maſters ſay, is, for that our Horſes being 
and well fed. if chey ſhould run till they ſhould cone 
to their full ſixength, would be fo ſturdy and nif 
chievous to break, that they would rather miſchiex 
themſclves and their Breaker, than be made tane ; 
which in my fancy is but a vain opinion. For ther 
was never fo ſturdy nor ſo wilful a Horſe, which 
would not be tame and eafic to handle, with watch 
ing and hunger, within one month at the fartheli, i 
his keeper will uſe diligence. 


The way to handle a fiurdy Horſe. 


AE that may moſt conveniently be brought th 
paſs, if at the firſt coming into the houle, bt- 
fore he will ſuffer his Keeper to handle him and to 
take up his feet, he do put no meat before him, bit 
let him takeall his feeding at his Keepers hands, wn 
ſo ſhall you make him gentle and tame withot 
ſtripes or ſtriving; and the order before appointed
